The local was switched from 
the third track onto the fourth and in 
nil instant tho engine of the express 
had crashed into the day coach follow­ 
ing the smoking car of the local. 
The tracks at the point of the colli­ 
sion are about thirty 
feet in the air. 
This made the' work of rescue d itllcuit 
and lent materially to the terror of the 
passengers, most of whom were resi­ 
dents of near-by points in Connecticut 
and New York state who had come to 
the city 
on holiday shopping 
tours. 
Fire apparatus from several stations 
was 
summoned and 
m any 
persons 
were rescued 
by m ean s 
of ladders 
placed against the structure. 
Serious 
injuries befell most of those In the car 
demolished by the Poughkeepsie ex­ 
press. 
Jo h n D. Horn, engineer of the ex­ 
press train, was arrested at night on 
the1 charge of m an slau gh ter and later 
was released on hail. 
No one on the Poughkeepsie train, so 
far as can be learned, was hurt. 
The 
injured, many of whom were treated at 
tho Harlem, Flower and Presbyterian 
hospitals, vvere for th e most part from 
Port chester and New Rochelle, N. Y.; 
Greenwich and Stamford, Conn.

( )wing to the fact that Christm as 
falls on Monday, thus following a day j 
on which no delivery of mail by carrier I 
is made, Postmaster Ingersoll has ar­ 
ranged for one delivery by carrier on i 
that day, which will be in tho forenoon. J 
The rural carriers are obliged to make 
their regular daily rounds on Christm as 
under the postoffice regulations, it not 
being listed among the five legal hob- i 
days which they are allowed to enjoy. 
Ordinarily the city carriers would make : 
no delivery on this day but without it 
there would bo no delivery from Sntur- j 
day until Tuesday and the accumula 
tion of mail at this time of the year for 
so long a period would completely plug 
the office. 
The general delivery window 
will fie opened on Christm as morning 
at 8 o’clock and will remain open for an 
hour and a half. 
There being no after­ 
noon delivery, the carrier's w indow will 
be open after the arrival and distribu­ 
tion of the noon mails, as will also the 
general delivery window, but there will 
be no money order business transact­ 
ed. 
In order to accommodate those who 
may be delayed in getting their packages 
off earlier the package window will 
be 
opened on Sunday evening at 6 o'clock 
and will remain open until 8. 
To help the early distribution of the 
Christm as mail the department has 
notified the postmaster that his office 
has been allowed an additional carrier 
during Christm as week, and Ja m e s M a­ 
honey, the regular substitute, will bo 
employed.

Ile organized the Rank of Com­ 
merce. with its billion dollar assets, the 
biggest banking institution in the coun­ 
try outside the Rockefeller bank.
